In every grade we notice only 
two pupils below the standard of their grade. Therefore, 
the major problem for this year is to correct this con-

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dition and restore:all ta the select class of grade stand- 
ard or better. Lofty as it may seem the aim of' present- 
day education is against pronouncing any child a fail- 
ure. Rather the stress should be to adjust the work to 
the ability of the child. 


COSTS 


Below you will note a comparison of elementary 
school costs for each of the districts in this Union. A’ 
comparison of last year’s net costs with those of the 
vear before indicate just how much of a reduction has 
been accomplished. In your case, the decrease is rather 
marked and shows a will on the part of the Board to 
keep costs down in accordance with the trends of the 
times.

IMPROVEMENTS 


Some valuable improvements have been completed 
since the last report. The Clark School received a much 
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needed coat of paint inside and out. It now presents a 
very pleasing appearance as well as an effective means 
of conserving light. A dull interier does not reflect light 
and much is needed for the darker days in the absence 
of artificial lighting. The next improvement you should 
consider is the installation of screens and screen doors. 
The bother of flies in the spring and fall should be elim- 
inated both as a health measure and as an efficiency 
measure to improve the children’s work. I have seen oc- 
casions when it has been next to the impossible for the 
schools to do anything like good work because of the 
menace of flies, especially those of the midget variety.

The past year has been very trying and difficult. 
But midst it all we find a ray of hope in the loyal sup- 
port accorded the schools by the citizenry of Sandown. 
I express my gratitude to all who have contributed to the 
successes of the year. To the School Board and teachers, 
I am most appreciative. Their cooperation has been of 
the right sort and has contributed much toward the ad- 
vancement of the Children’s interests and progress.
